A furnace the size of a cigarette lighter will heat a home, is 
one of the predictions of the constructive use to which atomic 
energy will be put.

All of v.'hich may be true, yet we of the present generation 
might just as well become reconciled to the fact that these 
miracles wdll not come to pass during our lifetime. 
There are 
years of experimentation and discoveries ahead before the w'orld 
will benefit from the impetus of the atomic bomb dropped on 
Japanese cities. 
The flying machine was invented centuries ago. 
Leonardo 
de Vinci had plans for one. 
But it was not until 19 00 that the 
Wright brothers satisfied the IJ. S. military authorities by keep­ 
ing a flying machine in the air for as long as an hour and 12 
minutes and at a speed of 40 mile.s an hour. 
And it has been 45 
years from then until now—the era of mammoth flying m a­ 
chines traveling thousands of miles non-stop and others hurtling 
thro ugh space at 200, 300, and 400 mile.s an hour like the 
two that streaked through the skies o \er Sedalia Friday. 
Years may pa.ss before atomic mysteries are put to practical 
use for the benefit of civilization. 
So don't become impatient. 


IPs All In the Mind— 


A great many bad habits are perpetuated because imagina­ 
tion makes them appear necessary to 
a person’s existence. 
A 
repo rt says Hermann Goering, Nazi dope fiend, was given a soda 
mint by doctors one night and he dropped right off to sleep 
believing it was his usual sedative. 
The sleeping habit tablet so prevalent in America might 
be discouraged by Goering's experience. 
A great number of people who have declared they could 
never give up smoking or drinking or playing around with some 
other person’s husband or wife ha\e suddenly made up their 
mind to stop the habit—and^ instead of becoming sick or de­ 
pressed, they declare they never felt finer in their lives. 
And what a heaven on earth this would be if everyone 
would abandon one of the world's worst habits by resolving 
henceforth never to say anything critical or mean about anyone 
else they kno w—or don't know.

Souv enirs of Death— 
Appearing wdth disturbing frequency in the recent news have 
been the reports of tragedies resulting from the explosions of 
souvenirs brought back from, the wars. 
A somewhat typical 
instance occurred in Ohio a few days ago. 
The explosion of a 
supposedly harmless bazooka shell killed one boy and injured 
three others. 
Unfortunately, many similar and worse tragedies almost cer­ 
tainly will occur in the months and years to come. 
Millions 
of men will return from the battle fronts. 
Many of them 
will bring souvenirs of war with them, since Americans are 
enthusiastic souvenir hunters. 
And some of those relics will 
be potential sudden death for anyone and e\'eryone who chances 
to be near them. 
The situation will be infinitely worse than the aftermath 
of World War I. 
As long as 20 and 25 years after the end 
of that straggle, explosions of souvenirs were killing and maim­ 
ing. 
C'erlainly the. potential risk is sufficiently great that e\ery 
individual should take any safeguards necessary to avoid prox­ 
imity to this sort of danger. 
There are some who believe it 
would be wise for the government to require that such thing.v 
be turned in. 
Most people should not require compulsion to 
get rid of this sort of danger—and quickly. 
They should be 
anxious to get such things into the hands of the nearest police, 
federal agents or someone who knows what to do with them. 
This is an attitude whicli should be dictated by the most 
urgent self-interest—by the realization that it would be the sort 
of precaution which might sa\e their lives.

This 
sort of thing has been more or less 
ty pical of many part.*i of the Bal­ 
kans and eastern Europe.

Ramsey, Sir Ern est Rutherford . Fred ­ 
erick Sod d v an d T R. Royd s, Erilish 
scicn tist.s, d iscovered that the rad iation 
con sisted of alpha an d beta particles 
an d gamma rays. Alpha particles were 
atoms of the gas helium charged with 
positive electricity. Beta particles were 
high speed electron s or particles of 
n egative electricity. Gamma rays w'crc 
a form of in visible light like X-rays 
that could 
travel through a 
heavy 
sheet of lead . The helium atoms were 
stopped by a thin sheet of alumin um 
foil, while the electron s w’en t through 
a sheet of alumin wrn but w’ere stopped 
by the lead . 


(3) Scien tists started to d raw’ a pic­ 
ture of the atom. When they explored 


in sid e the atom, all solid material van­ 
ished . 
Atoms of copper, iron, carbon, 
an d the other chemical elemen ts were 
n ot solid chun ks of material at all, but 
d ifferen t 
combin ation s of 
electrical 
charges existin g in empty space. Sir 
Ern est Rutherford mad e the first pic­ 
ture of the atom. 
It w’as something 
like our solar system, with the sun as 
the heart or n ucleus of the atom with 
Its charge of positive electricity, and 
the plan ets aroun d it as the electrons. 


(4) Grad ually over the years a more 
complete picture of the atom was de­ 
veloped . 
The simplest atom is that of 
hvd rogen gas, the lightest of the known 
chemical elemen ts. 
Its nucleus is a 
sin gle proton , or positive charge of 


electricity . One electron travels around 
it. The two are held together by m u -' 
tual attraction. 
Next in order of sim­ 
plicity is the atom of helium, the non- 
infiammablje gas used in dirigibles. Its 
heart consfsts of two protons and two 
neutrons. Two electrons travel around 
the nucleus, as shown in the diagrams 
above. A neutron is a neutral particle 
without electric charge. 
The more 
complex atoms, such as those of lead, 
radium and uranium, have many neu­ 
trons and protons in their hearts. Dr. 
Neils Bohr, a student of Rutherford’s, 
had much to do with the development 
of atomic theory .
